Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-67 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a liquid presence, absence or flow monitoring system. Each 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features "the tubing having an inside 
diameter at the sensing location selected such that the material of said inside surface of 
said tubing and said inside diameter of said tubing being large enough such that said 
liquid product is substantially evacuated from said tubing at said sensing location when 
said liquid product is substantially absent from said tubing preceding said sensing 
location, and said inside diameter of said tubing being small enough and said material 
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of said inside surface being selected such that air remaining in said tubing is 
substantially absent from said tubing at said sensing location when said liquid product is 
substantially present in said supply". The cited prior art failed to anticipate the above 
limitations obvious.
